Howard Gould's Niagara. 

Sooth Sia, Aug. 10.— The yachts 
Ailsa, Britani^i ftktanita and Met^n^r 
started yesterday in a race for the Vice- 
Commodore's Onp and £25. Not long 

after the start the Aletror ciine into col- 
lision witn Haron von Sedwit/.'s Ameri- 
can yacht Isolde. Tho latter was dis- 
masted, several of the crew was knocked 
overboard and Baron von Sedwitz was 
so seriously iiijiued by falling riggin^r 
tliat he was taken to the hospital at 
R}-de, unci luscious, and died soon after. 
The accident cau.sed considerable excite- 
ment and confusion. It was first re- 
ported that it was Emperor William's 
yacht which had boen dismantled. All 
the members of the crew of the Isoldi; 
who were knocked overboard were saved 
by th(> boats from tho other y.achts. 

Particulars of tho disaster sliow tli :t 
in passing the committee boat, the hi;,' 
yaclits overtook tho 20. raters. Tlin 
llritaiiiiia and Meteor wen- tlini almost 
abreast of the Isolde, and n.irrowly es- 
cajjcil a collision. Tlie Ihitannia sud- 
denly sliifted her helm to avoid tlv 
Saint when the Meteor Struck tlie 
Isolde, sweepiiit; liiT from stem to stern. 
The Isolde's mainitiasr ami sails crashed 
overboard, and earned with them near- 
ly all the crew of the Isolih^ and crusli- 
ing 13aroii vui Sedwitz. The Britianuia 
and the MiHeor imiuediately Jiove to 
and lowere<l their boats for the ass;st- 
anc(! of the men ptruggling in tlie 
water. The Ailsa and several other 
yachts followe(l their example. B:irMii 
von Seihvu/., when pulled out of tlie 
wat;'r, was found to have a bad cut on 
the head and was bleeding fiom the 
e.irs. 

Ho was taken on board a steam y.nclit, 
which immediately made for Kyile, but 
lie (lied wliilo on board tlie yaclit, and 
not sliortly after reiwhing tlie hospital, 
as at lirst announced. The Isolde, in 
addition to losing her mast, etc., ha<l 
her bows stove in, and was towed bai k 
to South Sea. Both races wore aban- 
doned. Tho Isolde is a twenty-rater, 
built by the Hereshoffs, and was origin 
ally the proixrty of Prince Leopold of 
Germany, for whom she was built, and 
subsequently sold to Baron von Sedwitz 
She was taken to England of April < >1 
last yc>ar. She is a twin yacht of Mr. 
Howard Gould's Niagara, wluoh she 
has defeated several times. 

Baron von Sedwitz wivs a German 
privy councillor, and a member of both 
tho reichstag and the Prussian diet. He 
has been in parliament for about 
years, was a leading authority on 
hnanco and in polities and was leader 
of tho Free Conservative party. Al 
though comparatively a young man, he 
was uiiunimouslr recommended in IHUO 
by the state oabiuot for the then vacant 
post of minister of finance, hnt was not 
appointed because the emperar hud 
taken a fa ncy to Dr. MiggeL 

PROBABL Y LOST AT 8CA. 

Ten at th« StaflTbrd'* Crew Believed tu 
Have Ueeu Drowned. 

Pun. M^Ki.rii! A, Aug. 10. — Accnrdiiiu 
to private advices received in this city 
yesterday, U) of the crew of 21 men of 
the British bark Flora P. Stafford, 
which was burned at sea several weeks 
ago, perished. The vessel, although 
sailing under the English flag, was 
owned jjriiicipally in thi.s city. Sh« 
sailed from Newcastle, N. S. W., April 
22, for Manilla, with about 2,000 tons 
uf coal, and on June 8 she took fire, 
presumably through spontaneous com- 
bustion. The tlames soon got beyond 
control, and the ersw was oompeUed to 
take tu the boats. 

Captain Oscar Smith, a brother to 
Captain Smith of this city took to one 
boat with 10 men, and the mate with 
nine other members of the crow got in 
the second boat. 

Whether or not the two boats kept 
company with each other is mere con- 
jecture. Captain Smith, however, with 
nis 10 men succeeded iu being saved; 
but nothing has even been heara from 
the chief mate awl IMs orew. The sea 
at the time was roiogb and the proba- 
bilities are Aat the boat was capsized 
and all were lost. There are hopes, 
however, that the shipwrecked mariners 
may have been picked up by some pass- 
ing vessel and wiU yet be heard form. 

Ihu Adaius Strike. 

Nkw Youk, Aug. 19.— At the offices 
of the Adams Biqness eompaay in this 

city it was said yesterday that the strike 

inaugurated Monday morning is practi- 
cally at an end. More than tlie usual 
nunilier of wagons, it was said, wen' 
out, and lij.suass \v:us 1m iiig dune with 
the usual e\iie<htioii.

(iroat Eritaiii -The harvest is half 
3ver and it is believed that wheat will 
sloscly approximate di boshels per aore, 
the highest average for many years. 
The total harvest wUl approximate 56,- 
000,000 bushels, the area being only 
about 1,750,000 acres. The barley crop 
will be very good and is generally in 
very sood oondition. Oats are expected 
to fall considerably below average. Tho 
hay crop is seriously deficient. A con- 
tinuance of the summer drouth through 
the autumn will result iu such scarcity 
of feeding stuffs as to lessen materially 
the value and number of cattle and 
sheep. The first pocket of this season's 
English hops was sold in London on the 
2Tth of July for |S8.S0 the hundred 
weight (112 pounds). 

France — The lirst report as to < rop 
prospects issued by the minister of ag- 
rii'ulture states that winter wheat is 
lotiking well in nearly all th" depart- 
ments where autumn sown cere.als an,' 
grown. SpiiiiL' wheat is reimrttid as 
good or very good. Tlie harvest will be 
completed early and it is confidently 
expected that it will somewhat exceed 
that of last year, :ilo,(,RMj,uUO bushels. 

(rormany — The wheat harvest is bo- 
pinning. The lowest estimate is !*s,- 

UOO.OiHl, the highest 1 rj.OOO,( 101 1 bushels. 
The barley crop is rej)()rted to bo excep- 
tionally good, liotli in <iuaiitity and con- 
dition, live a ^.'iMicl avi ra;,'e. Tiie po- 
tato ciop, an inip ■rtant i>\u' in this 
couiitiy, IS repurteil as avei'a;.'e at least. 

Sjiain and Portugal — The harvest h.is 
been must irre^rular, but the mimiiium 
e.-tiiiiate of tho wheat product of tho 
llieriaii pe|liIl^uIa is .'"lO.ooo.OOU bushels, 
of whirli I'lirtuLTal can nut {WOdUOe moro 
than -l.uoo.ooo bushels. 

Italy— The wheat crop is probably 
something more than average. This 
means about 7.'), 01 lit. 000 bushwi. Other 
crops are a gi>od average. 

Austid-lluii;.Mry — The returns from 
all but tlie southern provinces are gixid 
and the prospect is for an average crop 
of wheat and barley. The wheat esti- 
niut< ranges from 17S.000.000 tO 986.- 
OuU.ouii bushels. 

Koumania — An average crop of wheat 
is expected and with average August 
weatner corn will yield a big crop. 

Kussia — Tho harvest in the southern 
part will be delayed by mdstwe and 
cool weather during tho end of July, 
jiartieularly in tho barley harvest. lie- 
ports from the sciuthwest indicate that 
M'hi'at will bo under average, but else- 
where throughout the wnole of the 
country a good average seems to be ex- 
pected.

BRYAN'S DENIAL. 



Be Answers the Charge That He Ilns Heen 
III the Kmploy of Silver Mine Owners. 

Uppeb Rkd Hook, N. Y., Aug. 19.— 
William J. Bryan, for the first time

Mr. Bryan's attention had been called 
to the controversy between Senators 
Thurston and Stewart and he deter- 
mined last night to settle the matter if 
possible. He therefore demands an 
open charge, which, ho says, he will re- 
fute with details of his mivate life and 
his financial affairs, or auenoe. He said: 

I have nlroadv denied thia ohnrgoon sev- 
eral occnAions, but tbe reiteration of It by 
Senator Thurston, a distinguished resident 
of my own state, jiiatifled me In anawer- 
intr It affiiin. I have never at any time or 
iiiiilcr nil y 'drciiinstniii'.ea l)(>eii In tlio em- 
ploy (if ntiy mine owners, itidlvldually or 
collectividy, directly or liidinotly ; nor 
liave I over l>een in the employ of or paid 
by OUT bimetolllo league aasoolatlon. 
Aside from my editorial salary of nl)oiit 
$1.50 per nintith paid by the Omaha World- 
Herald and a small amount derived /rom 
the legal iiruf«!ssl(in my income since my 
retirement from ( 'i ■iij,'rcss has iK'on dc- 
rivt-(l entirely from lectures h. fore Cliati- 
tamnia Lyceum and loetiire luirenus, 
which liiive usually paid me u 
fixed Slim, and from contnbutiona made 
by the iieoplo of the locatitles where I 
hnve spiikeii. In some Instsnnss I have 
received nothing at all. In most oases I 
have received iiniro than cnotigh to pay 
travelliii;^ cxiicTi>es. In only two In- 
st iiiKcs. I think, has my comiit iis.'vlidn ex- 
ceeded #liHl, .itid in those instances It was 
nliiiiit fJOO at one plaeo and tSoU ttt tbe 
other. The first platform ou which I ran 
for couffress in lUUO, before I was known 
politioHlly outalde my state, contained a 
free ooinngo plank and my Rispnbllcnn op- 
ponent that year was an advocate of free 
ciiiu;tt:c. Ill the camimign of 1M»2 I ai-'aln 
ran on a free coina^^e |)latfurm. In l«ii4 I 
a^^•lill rati on a fn-e coiiiiiffo pljitform anil 
my opponent for the seuati", Mr. Thur- 
ston, while oppusiiifr unlimited coinage at 
16 to 1, iusisted that bo favored bimet- 
allism.
